Nov. 19—(ZP)—The 
records of two commercial wire­ 
less telegraph companies in court 
today 
indicated 
that 
officers of 
the steamer Vestris made no re­ 
port to their superiors that they 
were in trouble at sea until after 
they sent out a general SOS, which 
was hours after there were definite 
signs they were in serious danger. 
On several instances after the 
ship had begun to keel, it was also 
shown, they reported “nothing to 
communicate" to a sister ship ap­ 
proaching them. 
Officials of the Radio Marine cor­ 
poration and the Marconi Wireless 
company occupied the stand for 
the greeter part of the fourth day s 
session of the federal inquiry into- 
the sinking of the Vestris off the 
Virginia Capes a week ago today 
with the loss of more than IOO 
lives. 
United States Attorney Charles 
H. Tuttle, conducting the inquiry 
before U. S. Commissioner Francis 
A. O'Neill, had subpoenaed the ra­ 
dio records to determine the truth 
or falsity of rumors that during 
those long hours when the Vestris 
was keeling over, (’apt. William 
Carey had asked for instructions 
from ashore as to the advisability 
of asking aid and had been told to 
make every efTort to get along 
without a distress call. 
Radio Records Road. 
The only other Important wit­ 
ness of the day was Herbert G. 
Wellgnd. 23-year-old third mate of 
the Vestris. who had 
charge 
of 
launching the lifeboats. 
His testi 
mony of the launching varied with 
previous testimony of passengers 
and members of the crew that In­ 
efficiency was shown in getting the 
boats Into th * rater w*4. that they 
were found 
to be 
unseaworthy 
when launched. 
The fourth and Anal w‘ ness of 
the day waa a 20-year-old steward 
in the second cabin who told of 
being assigned to 
investigate 
a 
leak in the side of the ship. 
At the close of today’s session 
the federal attorney said he still 
had some records to be produced 
but he intimated that he believed 
those already read from the stand 
were 
fairly 
conclusive 
evidence 
that Capt. Carey withheld his SOS 
solely on his own responsibility. 
The first witness today was Ar­ 
thur J. Cotigan of the Radio Ma­ 
rine corporation, who had conduct­ 
ed a search through the files of 
sevarel of his company’s coastal 
stations. 
He read the log of the 
station at Tuckerton, N. J., and 
such parts of the Chatham, Mass., 
station as were not duplications of 
the Tuckerton messages. The logs 
of the other stations, 
he 
said, 
merely duplicated the Tuckerton 
and Chatham logs. 
Log Gives Description. 
The detailed reading of the logs 
showed that on Sunday. Novem­ 
ber ll, the day the Vestris had to 
heave to and began to tip, there 
was no record of any message from 
the ship to its lihe officers or from 
the line to the ship. 
There was 
no record of any interchange be­ 
tween the two until the SOS, when 
the line wirelessed the ship for de­ 
tails and the ship replied with a 
brief description 
of its 
perilous 
condition. 
The reading of the log gave as 
terse a description of the disaster

Battleship Steams 
Southward With 
Party

San Pedro, Cal., Nov. 19— (/p) 
— Herbert Hoover 
sailed 
today 
on the battleship 
Maryland 
to 
meet the peoples of Latin-Amer- 
ica and extend to them an assur­ 
ance of the friendly feeling 
of 
the United States for her neigh­ 
boring republics on the southern 
continent. 
Corinto, on the west coast 
of 
Nicaragua, was 
the 
first 
an­ 
nounced port of call as the Mary­ 
land lifted anchor 
and 
moved 
majestically out of the 
harbor. 
Afterward the president-elect was 
to follow a devious path which 
would lead him to Balboa for a 
brief inspection of the 
Panama 
Canal, down the west coast 
of 
South America 
to 
Callao 
and 
thence to virtually all countries 
on the southern continent. 
The definite itinerary for the 
trip was to be made public after 
a consultation on board the Mary­ 
land with Ambassador Henry P. 
Fletcher, 
special 
representative 
of the 
state 
department, 
who 
joined the Hoover party on the 
Maryland. 
The president-elect was met at 
his train by Admral William V. 
Pratt, commander-in-chief of the 
United States battle fleet, who es­ 
corted him to the adm iral’s pri­ 
vate launch which was tied up 
alongside the dock. 
C hildren Hee H oover 
For a moment the party paus­ 
ed and stood at attention 
while 
the naval 
band 
saluted 
Mr. 
Hoover. Then they stepped into 
the launch and slipped 
silently 
out into the bay. 
Mrs. 
Hoover, 
their son, Allan, and various oth­ 
er members of the party followed 
closely. There was 
some 
delay 
about getting under way. Delay-

Maryland had been boarded 
by 
Mr. Hoover, but 
shortly

noon the last trunk

reached 
San Pedro at 9:40 o’clock 
this 
this morning after an 
overnight 
journey from hts home at Stan­ 
ford university. Only two sched­ 
uled stops were made on the trip 
down the California 
mainland,' 
one at Glendale on the 
outskirts 
of Los Angeles, where the train 
was boarded by a group of 
Mr. 
Hoover’s friends, another was at 
Wilmington, near San Pedro, that 
the school children and 
citizens 
of that place might 
catch 
a 
glimpse of their next president. 
Mr. Hoover spent much of the 
time on the trip from his home at 
Palo Alto to the port of embark­ 
ation in replying to various 
let­ 
ters and telegrams that demand­ 
ed his attention before he sail­ 
ed. These cleared away, he 
re­ 
tired late, but was up at his us­ 
ual hour and appeared on 
the 
rear platform at Wilmington. 
Ship One of Largest 
Several members of his 
per­ 
sonal staff accompanied the par­ 
ty aboard the Maryland to say 
“ goodbye” to their chief, 
whom 
they will meet in Florida 
after 
his return from South America. 
The journey of the president­ 
elect, which probably will 
take 
him to virtually all

end when he returns either

Conscious On Trip. 
In some unexplainable way, Fleu- 
ry’s 38-55 calibre Winchester rifle 
discharged, the bullet entering his 
body below the heart and coming 
out of tile left shoulder near the 
neck. 
Two ribs were broken, and 
the left collar bone and shoulder 
were shattered. None of the hunt­ 
ers was paying any particular at­ 
tention to Fleury while he was 
unloading the gun, and did not see 
Just how the accident occurred. 
“I'm shot,” the wounded youth 
cried as he walked over and step­ 
ped Into the car before tho et liers 
could give him assistance.

drove the automobile to the hos­ 
pital, arriving there about 4 o’clock. 
He died a half hour later. 
Fleury 
remained conscious most of the 
time while being taken to the hos­ 
pital, and several times asked how 
much farther they had to ride.

with 
th e secretary of state. 
Quoting

sions and a hearing before con­

societies

made the “ secrecy 
surrounding 
its purposes and membership 
a 
cloak for acts and conduct inim i­ 
cal to personal rights and public 
welfare.*’ 
The opinion held that this war­ 
ranted the states in aim ing 
at 
such organizations

differ­ 
ent from those applying to or­ 
ganizations w hich had no such 
tendency. 
Seeks P olitical Pow er 
In th e opinion, handed down by 
Justice Van Devanter in 
a 
case 
from Buffalo, N. Y., the Ku Klux 
Klan of today was described by 
the court as “a revival 
of 
th# 
Utlan of earlier tim e, with 
addi­ 
tional features 
borrowed 
from 
the “ know nothing” and A. P. A. 
orders of other periods; that 
in 
part of its constitution and print­ 
ed creed it proclaimed the wid­ 
est freedom for a ll and full adher­ 
ence to the constitution of 
the 
United States; in another, exact­ 
ed o f its members an 
oath 
to 
shield and preserve ‘w hite 
su ­ 
premacy*. And in still 
another 
declared any person actively op­ 
posing its principles to be ‘a dan­ 
gerous ingredient in the body of 
politics of our country and 
an 
enem y to th e w eal of our nation­ 
al com m onwealth. 
The opinion declared the klan 
w as conducting a crusade against 
Catholics, Jew s and negroes and 
stim ulating religious 
and

prejudices; that it

national affairs; 
and 
that 
at 
tim es it w as taking into its

POWDERED COAL 


Grain Dust and Crude Oil 
Also Possible Motor 
Fuels—Engineer

■— A future possibility of solving 
m otorists’ gas problems by 
us 
lng pulverized coal or even such 
odd explosives as powdered rice 
husks, was explained to the sec­ 
ond international conference 
on 
bitum inous coal at Carnegie In­ 
stitute of Technology here today 
in a paper from Rudolph Paw- 
llkowski, general manager of the 
Kosmos company, Glorlitz, 
Ger­ 
many. 
We described the 
success of 
internal 
combustion 
engines 
built by his company and oper­ 
ated experim entally 
for 
several 
years. 
The 
present 
need 
for 
such engines, 
he 
thought, 
is 
confined to countries with plenty 
of coal, but lacking the rich oil 
deposits of the United States. The 
experim ental engines are used to 
run sm all power plants? 
One of them, of So horse pow­ 
er, has run 9,000 hours, 
which 
is equivalent to operating an au­ 
tom obile eight hours a day 
for 
about three years. Its exhaust is 
so clean that a factory w ill near 
by show no trace of black. 
Mr. Pawlikowskl said this en­ 
gine operates equally w ell upon 
pulverized coal or oil and 
that 
it has been run satisfactorily on 
fuels m ade of the dusts of 
peat, 
rice husks and meal. It can 
be 
switched from coal to oil w ithout 
stopping operation. 
For coal operation the pulver­ 
ized dust la drawn into a cham ­ 
ber adjacent to the firing cylin­ 
der. compressed by air and then 
forced into the explosion 
cham ­ 
ber. The engine 
starts 
without 
other fuel than 
its 
powdered 
coal. As a test to make sure it 
was dust and not lubricating oil 
that contributed to starting 
the 
explosions, the engine was run on 
soap water as its 
for two days.

the Ben Franklin Coal company 
of W est Virginia. 
This development 
is

wonder of low’ tem perature car­ 
bonization of coal. 
By this pro­ 
cess domestic fuel from slack coal 
is turned out at the Ben Franklin 
plant at Moundsville, W. Va., the 
slack is first carbonized at a low 
tem perature and the solid product 
is put in briquetted form, shaped 
like a pillow, for the market. 
“The briquettes burn with lit­ 
tle or no sm oke and retain their 
form until 
entirely consum ed,” 
said McQuade and Ralph in their 
treatise. 
“Combustion is readily 
controlled and they burn without 
form ing clinkers.”

W. A. Darrah, president of the

counties 
that

Lansing, Nov. 19— Duck h u n t­ 
ers are being asked to forw ard to 
the departm ent of 
conservation, 
gam e division, the 
“ crops” 
and 
gizzards of the birds which they 
shoot. The contents of these or­ 
gans will be examined In connec­ 
tion w ith the 
duckfood 
survey 
which th e game division Is m a k ­ 
ing and will 
help 
answ er 
the 
question, “ W hat do wild ducks 
eat In M ichigan?” 
W hen this question is answ er 
ed, read progress can be m ade in 
th e planting of suitable 
vegeta­ 
tion to increase the 
supply 
of 
duck food in countless lakes and 
m arshes. 
Sportsm en 
sending 
in 
such 
crops and gizzards are asked to 
keep them chilled until they can 
be sent by parcel post. 
Stom achs 
of th e different 
duck 
species 
should be 
kept 
to g eth er 
and 
should be labeled so as to show 
th e species, and where, w hen and 
by whom the ducks w ere shot. 
If h u n te rs are in doubt as to 
the correct nam e of any of the 
ducks which they shoot, and if 
they will send- in a wing of the u n ­ 
known bird, it will be identified 
iiy the gam e division, dep artm en t 
of conservation, Lansing.
